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VBT DDA supports 
outdoor emergency Sirens

“If something happened and the sirens 
could have helped” that would bea problem, 
said Ron Blank, a member of the Van 
Buren Township Downtown Development 
Authority, at its regular meeting on July 
22. 

Blank said even though he doesn’t live 
in the township, he looks at what happened 
in Monroe and Dundee with emergency 
sirens saving lives. 

“Emergency Sirens” was No. 14 on the 
list of things DDA Director Susan Ireland 
was reporting on at the meeting. 

“I have had conversations with Lt. 
[Charles] Bazzy in the police department 
and he is concerned about the lack of 
emergency sirens in Van Buren Township,” 
she wrote in her report. 

“I have shared the information in the 
DDA files, which includes our interest 
in partnering to begin emergency siren 
installation within in the District and 
ultimately throughout the township. 

“Lt. Bazzy is researching additional 
funding sources and as I have information 
available, I will update the DDA Board,” 
Ireland wrote. 

Ireland said VBT is the only community 
in Wayne County that doesn’t have outdoor 
emergency sirens. 

DDA Chairman Jere Dolph recalled that he 
and DDA member Mark Laginess attended 
the VBT Public Safety Committee meeting 
on emergency sirens. [VBT Supervisor 
Linda Combs dissolved the Public Safety 
Committee when she came into office. ] 

Dolph said people who were experts in 
the sirens came in and the leader said VBT 
was the only one in the county that didn’t 
have them. 

“He asked why and we never received an 
answer,” Dolph said. 

Dolph said Sumpter recently put in the 
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final sirens of their 14. 
“How can Sumpter Township have them 
and we can’t afford them?” Dolph asked. 

“Initially, the fire department started 
working on it,” Ireland recalled, noting 
now Lt. Bazzy of the police department is 
handling it. 

“I handed him the file,” Ireland said 
referring to the information the DDA had, 
including the CDBG census tracts. 

She said the DDA could cover the north 
end of the township. 

“This is the township’s responsibility,” 
Dolph emphasized, adding the DDA could 
contribute three of the sirens needed. 

“The south end is out of luck,” said 
Supervisor Linda Combs. 

Ireland said the sirens cost about $19,000 
to $23,000 each. 

Dolph recalled the expert said VBT 
needed 16 units and the concrete poles 
wered $1,000 each and the wooden poles 
$500.

Van Buren Township’s compliance is Federal requirement 


Thank you for providing Van Buren 
Township the opportunity to clarify the 
July 24, 2014 front-page article entitled, 
“Belleville’s Kayak Launch put on hold 
by Van Buren Township’s decision to go to 
FERC.” 

As many community residents may 
already know, Van Buren Township owns 
the property under Belleville Lake. 

Detroit Edison Company dammed the 
Huron River in 1925 to create Belleville 
Lake, the largest inland all-sports lake in 
Wayne County. 

In 1972, Edison deeded the dam to Van 
Buren Township for $1.00. 

In the 1980s, Van Buren Township 
contracted with STS Hydropower to 
generate hydroelectric power at the French

(BADL) request for additional funding for 
their enterprise (a.k.a. Operating Millage 
Proposal and Bonding Proposition) in the 
Aug. 5 election. 

I support the existing library in the current 
location at the existing millage. 

Probably because there has always 
been a library wherever I have resided and 
I guess there is some comfort in the fact 
that there will be going forward. Do I use 
it? No. Is it up to date? I don’t know, but if 
it has been properly managed and budgeted 
for, it should be.

I 
liken this group of residents to a “special 
interest group.” They are a dedicated group 
who place a high value on the library and 


Landing Dam; this contract continues 
today. 

The French Landing Dam is regulated by 
the Federal Energy Regulatory Commission 
(FERC); Van Buren Township and STS are 
co-licensees on the Federal project. 

In accordance with the FERC license, 
Van Buren Township may grant use of its 
lakefront property to single-family-type 
dwellings for personal use; this project 
use is then subject to approval from the 
Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality. 

Granting use of its property on Belleville 
Lake to other than a single-family-type 
dwelling requires Van Buren Township 
and STS Hydropower (as co-licensee) 
agreement, a State agency review and 


its programs. I would hazard a guess that 
they are a minority of the total residents 
in Belleville, Sumpter Township and Van 
Buren Township and they are asking the 
general population fund their dreams. 

In case you haven’t noticed, there are a 
whole host of upcoming liabilities that we 
as residents may have foisted upon us in the 
not too distant future. Do we really want to 
volunteer to take on this kind of liability? 
Who can I get to fund my dreams? Where 
do I get in line for that?

‘Bad Location’ and 
‘Higher Taxes’? 


To the Editor: 

You have a solid choice before you on 
Aug. 5. This library board, of which I am 
a member, has worked for years to improve 
this library and this community to offer you 
a choice at the polls. However, opponents 
to the Belleville Area District Library have 
purported in signs, letters and postcards 
that the library board has selected a “bad 
location”? But have they mentioned why? I 
have yet to see any letters from any of the 
new board candidates, some of which are 
part of that opposition, that clearly say 
why. It’s all implications and innuendos, 
lacking solution and substance. Why is it 
a bad location? 

Is it a bad location because it’s on the lake 
where adults and kids can walk along the 
lake or fish, just like they do at all the nearby 
parks already on the lake? Or because it 
will allow all of the community to enjoy 
the beauty of our lake, not just those who 


comment and official FERC 
approval. 

In February 2013, Van Buren Township 
personnel had an informal meeting with 
a City of Belleville official and a City 
of Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority member in which the topic of 
Bayshore North Condominiums’ required 
FERC compliance was briefly discussed. 
Van Buren Township representatives shared 
concern and caution with representatives of 
the City of Belleville and its DDA regarding 
the multi-faceted Federal approval process 
that may be required of the City should it 
obtain the MDNR grant funding. 

In compliance with the FERC license, a 
governmental entity (in this case, the City 
of Belleville) is not considered a single- 


period, 


are wealthy enough to own property on the 
lake as are some of the opposition? 

Which library is in a bad location? The 
main branch where the populations are 
the most closely packed together? Or the 
south satellite branch where population is 
spread apart but the distance is greater? 
Or do these two locations make a perfect 
combination? 

Is it a “bad location” because it cost the 
taxpayer significantly less money to acquire 
the property from the DNR and purchase a 
house that was already for sale rather than 
any of the many explored combinations of 
properties in downtown? 

Or maybe because it allows the library 
enough room to provide ample parking? 
Is it a “bad location” because most of the 
proposed location is owned by the DNR 
and therefore already off of Van Buren 
Township’s tax rolls? Or maybe because 
it’s the only location, closest to downtown, 
that still allows the struggling city to 
develop the downtown area in a way that 
will increase tax dollars and provide relief 
to its citizens? 

Is it a “bad location” because it’s on a 
main road between the downtown and 
major shopping areas? Is it a “bad location” 
because it’s near the walkway above I-94 
to allow those from Quirk Sub to walk to 
the library? Or maybe it’s because of the 
1-minute drive from downtown, literally, 
just over the bridge? Perhaps it’s because 
of the frequently mentioned dreaded 
“curve”? If you look at the curve from the 
other direction, going south, one driveway 
after another is coming into Belleville 
Road and there are no stoplights, actuated 
or otherwise. 

And what about these “higher taxes”? It 
is true, there will be a tax increase for every 
household in the three communities. We are 


family-type dwelling. 

The FERC license and its language are 
not subject to interpretation: Van Buren 
Township and STS Hydropower must 
request FERC project use approval on 
Belleville Lake for the City of Belleville. 

While Van Buren Township strongly 
supports the Kayak Launch Project, which 
will benefit City and Township residents 
alike, FERC compliance is mandatory. 

Indeed, Van Buren Township 
representatives are working closely with 
the City of Belleville DDA on the FERC 
process and are anxious to continue its 
mutually beneficial inter-governmental 
relationship.

all currently paying .7 mil operating costs, 
passed in 2010 just to keep the current 
library running, which took the library 
off of Van Buren Township’s and the City 
of Belleville’s general funds. Sumpter 
residents had been paying .7 for years. The 
2010 millage did NOTHING to make any 
improvements in the current library. It kept 
the doors open, status quo, which is all it 
was designed to do. This millage will be in 
existence through 2022. 

The two library proposals on the Aug. 
5 ballot are for a Bond that will average 
.96 mils and an Operating Millage of 1.0, 
both for 20 years. Including the previous .7 
mils, the new Bond AND new Operating 
Millage, our TOTAL library taxes would 
be 2.66 mils. I live in a modest home with 
a taxable value of $54,307, have lived 
there 20+ years. My TOTAL cost (current 
operating millage, additional operating 
millage, AND bond) for my library taxes 
for my home will go from $38 to $144. If 
you live in a home with a taxable value 
of $100,000 (estimated sale value of 
$200,000), then your TOTAL library tax 
(current operating millage, additional 
operating millage, AND bond) will be 
$266 per year, $22 per month. No library 
funds will be going to support any fishing 
docks, paths along the lake or other fishing 
structures. The library WILL maintain the 
grounds (garbage pickup, mowing, etc.) on 
the entire site, just as it would have done 
anyway, fishing or not. 

What could I get from a library that would 
make it worth $266 per year? I could check 
out books on CD or download audiobooks 
(an audible.com subscription costs $180 
per yr.) to listen to while I garden. I could 
check out DVDs (borrowing 2 blockbuster 
DVDs per month would save me about

design of the proposed main library. She 
mentioned the first floor would be used 
by children, for toddlers through the teen 
years. As I noted, the fishing pier would 
also be on the same level. I do not believe 
adequate attention has been given to the 
cost of liability insurance that would be 
required due to the proximity of the water 
on Belleville Lake. I am sure no thought 
has been given to the allure that water 
holds for small children especially. 

She also gave a rough dollar figure for the 
tax increase on an average property owner 
of approximately a minimum of $300. That 
is quite an increase. 

The RESA (Regional Education Service 
Agency) also has a proposed 2 mil increase 
equal to about $200 per property owner. If 
I add that correctly, that’s a $500 increase 
per year on our tax bills. Can you afford 
that? 

Remember the construction bond cost 
alone over a 20-year period of time goes 
from $19,000,000 to $35,000,000 with the 
interest that must be paid. We do not need 
the library to be a community center with a 
coffee and snack shop and lounges. 

As far as the proposed Sumpter Satellite 
Library, I believe it will get minimal 
attention as it is only pacifying the District 
Library Agreement of 2009 and taking 
much of the Sumpter Senior Center away. 

Please VOTE NO. They expect to pass 
this monstrosity and public safety hazard 
at the critical Aug. 5 primary to fool you, 
the taxpayer.

$432 per year) to watch at night. I could read 
a bestseller (borrowing one per month would 
save me about $216). I could visit the library 
and use their print magazine subscriptions, or 
stay at home and use their numerous library 
databases or magazine service Zinio account 
to get access to tens of thousands of magazines 
and journals. I could borrow music CDs and 
enjoy them without paying $15 each. 

All of this is at your library right now but, with 
more space comes more choices! With a larger 
main library I could take my grandchildren 
to a library program that is not packed tightly 
together in a small room and high quality 
educational programs and entertainment. Or, 
I could look up local history in a climate- 
controlled condition to best preserve archival 
paper materials. Or, I could take a computer 
class and learn how to use software, search the 
Internet or use Facebook. Or I could use library 
meeting rooms to plan my organization’s event. 
Or, I could enjoy a cup of coffee while reading 
the Sunday New York Times (about $700 per 
year), looking at the lake. I could also visit the 
satellite location, take a computer class, use 
their wireless, enjoy the courtyard, or take my 
grandchildren to story times. 

So yes, we will pay higher taxes and we will 
receive tremendous value for those dollars! We 
will pay less operating millage per household 
than the residents using Ypsilanti libraries 
which has three locations and a bookmobile. 
We’ll pay slightly more operating millage than 
residents using Canton library which is running 
only one location. Is it worth it? Two trips per 
year, checking out a few items, and a couple 
uses of their online databases or downloadable 
resources would easily give me back the value 
of my tax dollar, and that would just be the 
start! The convenience of using the south 
satellite branch to drop off and pick up materials 
closer to home, that just sweetens the pot. And 
in addition to that, if I ever plan on selling my 
house, the progressive services offered by my 
library will add value to my home. 

So what’s the deal with the “bad location”? I 
believe the proposed main branch and the 
satellite are in the BEST locations possible! And, 
what about “higher taxes”? Absolutely and 
worth every penny! Libraries, like schools, 
are an investment in this generation and future 
generations, an investment in your home and 
family. Vote YES and YES for the Bond AND 
Operating Millage on Tuesday!

NO voters invite you to 
Aug. 5 meet at Tin Pan 


To the Editor: 

Voters, please take notice that the current 
library plan is bad for the community and 
we urge you to vote NO on both District 
Library proposals. 

Maybe we should ask ourselves: Are we 
building the last grand library in the digital 
age at the cost of a better option? 

The current library proposals are flawed 
in numerous ways. Let’s highlight the most 
egregious false claims and logical failings: 

“The city doesn’t want the library located 
downtown” is a patently false statement. 
On numerous occasions we have asked 
supporters of the proposed library to show 
documents or other communications from 
city officials expressing this position. They 
cannot. Do you know why? It is because 
no such communications exist. The city, 
acting through City Council, resolved 
unanimously this spring to keep the library 
downtown. The Council understood that a 
downtown library has a positive impact on 
business and residents, an impact necessary 
to sustain a vibrant and active city. Look at 
Dexter and Chelsea, two local libraries cited 
as models of library development. Dexter 
voters rejected proposed millages when the 
plans intended to move the library away 
from the central city. Chelsea’s library is 
located downtown along a creek. Belleville 
leadership recognized the urgency to the 
local businesses and the convenience to 
citizens and voted unanimously in support 
of the library remaining downtown. Claims 
otherwise are just charlatan propaganda to 
justify the atrocity. 

“This DNR site represents the best value 
for the citizens” is something that was heard 
time and time again from this Board. How 
do they know? They don’t. During library 


board presentations put forth last fall, they 
were asked for a financial analysis that 
included capital construction, operating and 
acquisition costs, in one package, so that 
the information met with the best practices 
of the Government Finance Officers 
Association, a standard necessary to 
determine the complete picture of the value/ 
expense for capital expenditure discussions. 
It wasn’t until the last meeting before the 
operating ballot proposal question had to 
be finalized by law that any such discussion 
along these lines occurred (called the 
11" hour). This delay of an important 
discussion was patently unfair to citizens 
interested in the most basic of discussions 
about site acquisition and construction 
costs, programming levels, operating costs 
or staffing or service alternatives. Had total 
ownership costs been well considered, it 
is very likely that this site would not have 
seemed like such a great value. 

“The new library would be a great 
economic development for the community.” 
While we can all agree in the most basic 
term of development for this site, (i.e. a 
green field becoming a facility) we also 
must ask: “Is it the highest and best use 
of this site?” A library is not its best use 
and here is why. First, too much money 
spent on an extravagant facility doesn’t 
improve library programming quality or 
hours of operations, values people want in 
a library. The economic impact of a library 
system is minimal. It has a closed number 
of users and most of the services are free 
(often competing directly with private 
enterprise). On the other hand, if that same 
site were developed into a public- private 
partnership marina, users would come from 
throughout the region, spending money, 
time and making social connections to the 
area. The use of natural resources is good 
for the local economy. Look at the towns 
of Breckenridge, Vail and Aspen, Colorado. 
When their primary industries went away 
(mineral mining) and were reduced to only 
a few thousand residents, with limited

production capacity and geographically 
difficult to get to, they figured out how to 
capitalize on natural resources (big hills 
that couldn’t be built on easily). They 
have become international destinations 
leveraging tourist dollars and investments 
for the benefit of the community. 

“The library is partnering with the DNR to 
cover the costs associated with the waterfront 
aspects of the site.” First, this partnership 
is a clear admission by the library that it 
lacks the resources, capacity, and expertise 
in physical plant maintenance to properly 
care for the DNR site. The attorney for the 
library board admits that the library board 
is unable to spend money on assets that are 
not in direct support of library operations. 
Would that mean that emergency repairs 
to the walkways or waterfront (owned by 
the DNR) would be illegal? By embracing 
this DNR partnership, the BADL is dancing 
with the Devil in this very expensive 
gamble with our tax dollars. Let’s look 
at how the DNR manages the East and 
West Boat Launches. First, the West Boat 
Launch, located off of Rawsonville Road, 
suffers from neglect. The security lighting 
is out. The ramp and parking lots often have 
trash and debris strewn about. Bushes and 
shrubbery are overgrown, making use of the 
fishing piers difficult and cumbersome. The 
East Boat Launch, located on Huron River 
Drive, suffers from deferred maintenance. 
The infrastructure is failing or abandoned 
as road and ramp surfaces are in a state of 
severe disrepair. It appears that the current 
library agreement with the DNR does not 
specify timelines for the development of 
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the waterfront features and relies on “will 
come” investments by the state agency. 
The DNR agreement does not have 
performance metrics or standards of care 
that would make it clear when parties are 
responsible. The City of Detroit has had 
plenty of opportunity to develop libraries 
along the Detroit River over the last 313 
years, yet they have chosen not to do this. 
Why? Because they recognize this is a bad 
idea. We should, too. 

For these reasons and many more, including 
the insult to the citizens of Sumpter who 
are being asked to bear a disproportionate 
share of the costs while getting minimal 
benefits (<5% of capital expenditures), we 
ask voters to reject resoundingly these 
two library millage proposals on Aug. 5. 

The Common Cents Library Committee 
is acollective of citizens living in the 48111 
zip code with nearly 100 years of combined 
experience in municipal finance, economics, 
project management, construction and law. 
We want to revisit this library issue and 
bring a meaningful and engaged dialogue 
to the community about the location and 
services of a new library. 

Those of us concerned about these ill- 
advised library millages and the greater 
governance of the library (the NO voters) 
are going to gather on election night (Aug. 
5) around 8:30 at the Tin Pan in Sumpter.

“Tt was undecided at that time how many 
we need, but not 16,” Dolph said. 

“There are calculations,” Blank said. 

“Tt’s the responsibility of the township 
and each and every citizen,” Dolph said of 
the safety brought by emergency sirens. 

“T’m glad the Public Safety Department 
is on it,” Dolph said. 

Ireland said Lt. Bazzy is working with the 
planning department to see about CDBG 
funding. 

“T think a mistake was made, way before 
Linda [Combs] came,” said Dolph. “Money 
for the sirens was offered to everyone by 
Homeland Security and VBT didn’t take it 
up. I don’t know why.” 

Dolph passed out copies of the July 
14 Nixle communication sent out by the 
Sumpter Police Department concerning 
installation of the final six sirens which 
makes 14 emergency sirens in the township. 
They were paid for by a grant through the 
Department of Homeland Security/Wayne 
County Emergency Management. 

The Nixle alert also included the 
procedures being followed for the siren 
use. 

Other business at the 50-minute meeting 
included the following subjects. 


Audit of 2013 Fiscal Year 

The DDA unanimously accepted the audit 

for the fiscal year ending Dec. 31, 2013. 
Booville 

The DDA approved partnering with the 
Belleville DDA and the Belleville Central 
Business Community for the Booville 
event during the month of October by 
authorizing up to $2,000 from the Belleville 
Road Streetscape line item to decorate the 
triangle at Quirk Road in a harvest theme. 

Sidewalks 

Ireland reported on the Belleville Road 
and I-94 North Service Drive sidewalks. 
She said she met with the new owner of 
the Jacobs property and he was interested 
in the sidewalk from Quirk Road along the 
North I-94 Service Drive once she said it 
wouldn’t cost him anything. 

“We might have a problem with Wayne 
County,” Ireland said. “It’s been harder 
to get these sidewalk plans through than 
anything we’ve done. 

“Where’s the water going to go? That’s 
the preliminary question,” Ireland said. 
“Hopefully they want to resolve that 
issue.” 

Wade Trim engineer David Nummer said 
he went to talk to the county and he was 
told people are not allowed to walk on a 
trail for non-motorized vehicles. He said 
he imagines they will have to rip out the 


sidewalks already there. 

Nummer said the State of Michigan 
is funding 10’ wide trails to the Upper 
Penninsula. 

Belleville Road Curbs 

Ireland reported on Belleville Road curbs 
that are a part of the Belleville Corridor 
Project. Two spots outside the scope have 
been added to the overall job. 

Traffic Signals 

The hanging of signals and cameras on 
Belleville Road is progressing according to 
schedule and contractors will stop during 
the Air Show so as not to interfere with 
traffic. They currently are working six days 
a week on the hanging. 

Nummer said they are able to complete 
two mast arms a day. He said the following 
week, contractors will be working on the 
three center lanes and then do striping on 
the outside lanes, especially the overpass 
on the freeway. 

Nummer said the outside lanes will be 
striped first and then, when it’s done, the 
inside lanes will be painted. 

“The operational dates depend on when 
we get the controlling signals back from 
Wayne County,” Nummer said, noting they 
are about half way done programming the 
signals. 

Dolph said the project is, Good for the 
township and good for visitors.”

Ireland reported landscape plans for the 
Belleville/Ecorse Road corner have been 
submitted to Wayne County for approval, 
along with the irrigation plans. 

Belleville Road Fence 

The DDA has received money from the 
insurance company as a result of a vehicle 
destroying nine sections of fence on 
Belleville Road between Harmony Lane 
and Sunrise. The broken fence pieces have 
been replaced, along with a single panel 
that was smashed in, perhaps by a baseball 
bat, Ireland said. 

Streetlight Banners 

Banner arms have been removed from a 
few light poles near the Belleville Bridge 
and the flag banners put up in the remaining 
area, Ireland reported. The winds in that 
area made it not possible to keep banners 
up there. 

Regional Detention Pond 

Wade Trim engineer Nummer reported 
that as a result of a meeting with the Wayne 
County Drain Office, he is compiling 
information to submit to it about the 
proposed regional detention pond. 

He said now he is working on sizing the 
new storm sewer to put in Belleville Road 
to get to the pond. He said he hopes to fit 
it in the right of way. Also, he needs to 
get a cost estimate, which is, “a bit of an 
unknown.” 

He said the current wastewater pipes are 
30 inch pipes on the west side of Belleville 
Road and 21, 24, and 30 inches on the east 
side. He said 40 inches might be a good 
size for the pipe to the pond. 

“TIl try to nail that down and bring the 
cost to the DDA,” Nummer said. 

He said Wayne County is very interested 
in the project, but it will be the first one in 
the county and, “It’s outside their comfort 
zone.” 

He said there are other regional ponds 
in Michigan, but it would be the first of its 
type in Wayne County. 

Public Safety Day 

The DDA approved an allocation up to 
$10,000 out of the Public Relations line 
item to spend on Public Safety Day, which 
will be held this year on Aug. 23. Ireland 
said this is a wonderful event and very well 
attended. 

Ireland said Walmart has given the DDA 
more bicycle helmets to fit on kids. Also, 
the Metroparks have called the township 
to ask if there were any community events 
they could take part in and they were 
given the Public Safety Day event as a 
recommendation. 

$2.5 million Bond Sale complete 

Ireland reported the $2.5 million sale of 
new tax increment bonds is complete and 
the DDA is in receipt of the funding for the 
projects. The interest rate is 3.5% and the 
term will expire in 2032. 

Proceeds from the bond sale will be 
used to help augment the Belleville Road 
signalization project, a new traffic signal 
just south of the southern entrance to 
Meijer, pedestrian crossings, ADA sidewalk 
improvements, and road repair.

The DDA, the Belleville 
City Council Members, Mayor, Van Buren 
Township, et. al, have been advised of my 
project idea of building a Mill Memorial.
